Jnd^e Harris and Shoriff Calla- 
han Testified For Defense in 
Harcum Murder TriaL 



THE JURORS WERE INSTRUCTED. 



Mb ftobottal Testimony Wat Offered 
bjr the CommonwealUl When 
tbe Defense Closed. 



Thee* Who Have Closely Watched tho 

Caae and Are Acquainted With Con- 
ditiona Forecast Thpt a Hung 
Jury WUl Reedit. 

Jackson, Ky., June 17. — Among the 
witneBBes examined In the Marcuni 
murder caae Tuesday were Judge Jas. 
Hargis, uncle of Curt Jett, and Sheriff 
Callaban. NMtber knew Irho killed 
Attomer Marcnm. They were In Har- 
gis' store but could not see who flred 
the shots. Testified they did not see 
Ewcn look in the ball of tbe court- 
house vbea the first shot was fired. 

There was innch comment Tneeday 
night npon the testimony ofltored by 
tbo defense, especially that of Judge 
Hargis and Sberift Callahan, who were 
standing across tbe street when Mar- 
cum was killed In the court house. 
While the ^Itiaessea of the defense 
ijlondaar coaalsted oC the deCeadaats 
thenpselres' and their friends, those 
Tuesday consisted of the relatlTes, 
employes and close frIondH and lead- 
ers of tbe dominant faction and tbe 
drift of all was for the purpose of 
proving an alibi for the prisoners. 

The defense closed its case Tuesday 
afternoon. The prosecution did not 
offer rebuttal testimony. Prosecutor 
Byrd seemed satisfied with tbe rigid 
cross-examination, under wbicb tbe 
witnesses for the defense, who were 
so peculiarly unanimous in their tes- 
timony, had been put. It is the popu- 
lar opinion that the exactness with 
which Jett was located on a corner by 
■witnesses for the defense who saw 
little else to relate was damaging to 
his case. An acquittal would be a 
surprise, but the general belief of 
those who have watched the case and 
are acquainted with conditions that 
a hung jury Is the most reasonable 
forecast. If either life Imprisonment 
or death should be awarded it is con- 
sidered that White will break down 
and if he confesses implicate the men 
who Instigated the assassination. 

With the arguments of counsel Wed- 
nesday morning, tbe cafe of Curtis 
Jett and Tom White will go to thp 
Jury, which late Tuesday was Instruct- 
ed to Impose the death sentence, life 
imprlsoameat or acquit tba defend- 
ants. 



THE SUSPECTED INCENDIARIES. 



No Ividenes Against Them and They 

Were Discharged. 



■Jackson, Ky., June 17- — Just before 
noon Tuesday the grand Jury filed in- 
to tbe court room and made Its report 
to Judge Redwlne. The foreman said 
no evidence was found against Joe 
Crawford and Ed Thorp, and it has 
t>een decided to order their release. 
Judge Redwlne sent an order to MaJ. 
Allen, in charge of the Jail and pris- 
oaenu C'awft>i;ijM(l .Harp were lib- 
erated. It is hillwrM tbat no one win 
be Indicted for burning Ewen's home. 

Notwithstanding tlie grand jury's 
surprising course in dismissing Craw- 
ford and Thorp without waiting for 
wltaesses who had been suounoaed, 
Attorney Byrd ordered the men held. 
He then asked Judge Redwlne to have 
a Hpeclal ^rnnd jury empaneled to In- 
vestigate the case. This request was 
denied on the ground that there was 
not suffldent time left at this term of 
court. 

Tuesday afternoon an assault was 
made on Gray Haddocks, who testi- 
fied that he saw men running from 
Ewen's burning hotel, one of whom he 
thought was Joe Crawfprd, Hargis' 
teamster. Hii<kV»c.lCT was on tlie 
bridge when 'attacked by tkree men 
who threatened to throw him in the 
water. A provost guard was attracted 
to the scene and juM as he arrived 
one of the men, who was on horse- 
back, drew his pistol. Seeing the 
guaird he hastily rode away and ee- 
caped. His tiro companions, Lee Qay 
and Louis Johnson, from Perry coun- 
ty, were arrested. Gay was charged 
wit|i carrying concealed weapons and 
Jofip^ with asfiault Thjur refused 
to talk- 



The penora! comment is that those 
who were charged with arson for burn- 
ing the hotel on Sunday were not as 
culpable as thQse wbo were lying In- 
walt to kill 0&j)t Bwen when he ran 
to the fire and tha(t oaly. hired agents 
have been apprehended In any of the 
events. 

In addition to the subscriptions from 
different parts of Kentucky and other 
states Mrs. Mary Shreve Raniom, of 
Louisville, offered the Bwen family a 
house In her city for a year free of 
rent. A petition was circulated at 
I^ncaster. Ky., for Gov. Beckham to 
recommend a legislative appropria- 
tion to reimburse Capt. Ewen and Lex- 
ington has offered him Inducements 
to locate in that city.

0. depot at 10 o'clock Tuesday mornine 
when Sheriff Roberson and tbe Louis- 
ville Battery of SUte Guards arrived 
from OovlngtoB wftt Tcm Maaa, Ed. 
Morris and Charles Saunders, the nepro 
aatailants ol Mr. and Mrs. John B. Far- 
row. Tha fhmkfort company was also 
in waiting, with their <^iat]in(( fiaxi. 

The Louisville company bad a Hotcb- 
kiea gna with them, and the trio of pris- 
oners snrrooBded by members of tbe 
battery, with the Hotebklss gun in front 
and Oatling in rear, ware maiehed direct 
to the court boose. 

Aside from the eensatlonal scenes con- 
«(<iuent upon the presence of the troops, 
nothing usual transpired. No demon- 
stration was made againat the prisoners. 

An importsnt witness for the prosecu- 
tion was not present when the case was 
ealled, and eonrt adjourned till 2 o'doek 
in the afternoon, the prisoners being 
committed to the jail iu tbe interim. 

On tbe leaasembliog of court at 2 
o'clock the attorneys lor the Common- 
wealth asked for a separate trial of the 
aocased. This was granted, and the case 
s«Minst Charles Sanders charged with 
wiifnl and malidons shooting was tsken 
up and tbe work of securing a jury com- 
menced.

Wood are defendant's attorneys, while 
Commonwealth's Attorney Dsum and 
Ooonty Attorney O'Donnell are looking 
after tbe prosecution. 

The work of securing a jury has prob- 
ably been completed era this, and the 
trial of Saunders ought to be finished to- 
day. Saunders is tbe one wbo confessed 
sboitly after his arrest, and It la said he 
is ready to tell all about the ease when 
be is placed on the stand. 

While a large crowd was in Maysville 
Tueeday, it is sale to say that the greater 
part of them oame merely out of idle cu- 
riosity. No trouble is apprehended, and 
although there wa« no demonstration 
whatavar against the prisoners, the sen- 
sational newspaper correspondents have 
sent out wild stories of a mob thronging 
the streete and being driven baek at "the 
point of bayonets." These sensational 
writers ought to be banished, along with 
their papers. 

As an extra precaution against trouble 
from any hotheaded fellow, no one is sd- 
mitted to tha eonrt boosa aatil he is 
searched.

Represented Himself ss Ewen. 

Manchester, Ky., June 17. — An Im- 
poster repre.sentlnK himaelf to lie ("aiit. 
H. J. Ewen, of Jackson, arrived here 
Tuesday and began soliciting aid. 
With tears streaming from his eyes 
he told a pitiful story of how he bad 
been hounded and persecuted by as- 
sassins. He wanted to get money 
enough to go to St. I.<iuis. The au 
thOritlPS got after him, but he made 
good his escape.

Heppner, Ore., June 17.— Estlm.ites 
of the loss of life by Sunday night a 
cloudburst differ widely but tbe num- 
ber ot dead la certain to reach $00 and 
It Bugr he aweUed to 600 when all are 
accounted for. One hundred and fifty 
bodlcH have been burled and it la 
known that GO are mlBslng. Still oth* 
era who were strangers in tbe tows 
are supposed to be among the lost. 

People are eoaalag here from all 
directions in wagons and on horso> 
back and tbe work of recovering bod« 
les and burying the dead Is proceed* 
iuK as fast as possible. 

Till' scene from the hillside over- 
looking the town is one of desolation. 
Huge plies of wreckage, In maa^ 
places 60 feet high, fill the canyon 
from half a mile below the town. As 
the debris, which is covciimI many feet 
deep by mud, Is cleared away more 
bodies are found. Immense boulders 
weighing tons were rolled along bz 
the flood and deposited la the artdst eC 
the town or lodged against buildings. 

Three Hundred Bodlee Recovered. 

Three hundred bodies -have beett 
found and there are men who say the 
work is only half begun. An army 

of women took charge of the bodies. 
An arm, a li a toe. a finger, a lock of 
balr, a tuft (jf clothing — these are har- 
bingers of horror beneath the mud. 
Babies and llttlo flhUdrea Ma Uiofo 
burled with many a gash or bruise on 
their tender bodies. Forms of women 
frequently came to liBht, bereft of all 
clothing. The biidies are borne to 
Roberts' hall to l>e wa.'-lied and dress- 
ed by women to be shrouded in coarse 
white clothes to be laid In rough wood 
boxes. There is no time for ceremony. 
The floors swim with the half diluted 
mud that ilriiis from the victims, but 
the living patter through it or sweep 
it out when It gets too deep. The 
rough boxes go to the cemeteries, not 
singly in hearses but many at a time 
piled high In the wagons.

pending calamity. His little daughter 
Katie, who wa.s saved liy reuialning 
in the station house, saw her father 
and mother lost in tbe whirl of the 
mad waters. One of tbe most thrill- 
ing adventures was that of Thomas 
Sbuter, who with his family was car- 
ried down stream in his house for a 
mile and a half His wife ainl I wo 
children steplied iiUn the ujiper rooms. 
Below town the house was shot aeiuss 
the creek to tbe west aide, where It 
lodged in debris, 150 yards from the 
canyon bank. Shuter then took his 
two little ones on his shoulder and 
swam 2(M yards in the boiling torrent, 
landed the cblldren and then struck 
out to the house for his wife and res- 
cued her.
